A WIFE'S DEVOT10S. 


It wns during the progress of the war 


of 1759 that the incident I nm about to 
relate occurred. 


The Count de BriinoDt,a young noble- 


tttnn scarcely five iiiul twenty years of 
nge, had, with his wife, his bride ofn 
week, been taken prisoner and held in 
clow cuntody in a town of Burgundy. 


De Brimont belonged to ouo or tlie 


oldest families in France, WIM nceom- 
nliahed, enthnsiahtif, and exceedingly 
handsome, itn'd hit) wife WUB nil tliut the 


' wife of such n innii Nhouldbe; in fact 


her lutiul had l»eeu nolicited by no Ictta 
than five pi incest, but nnduzzled by tli«< 
brilliant future (the might liuve secured, 
she chose to ally her fortunes to her 
heart's first choice. 


Though prisoners, the young couple 


were troiiled with every courteity, nnd 
durrouiuk'd by every Uixury, debarred 
only c.f tlieir liberty. About a month 
after they had been taken captive, and 
when in fact a treaty depended upon 
tlieir nafe-keepiog until ite oonclniuon, 
news reached l>o Brimont Hint his loved 
mother was lying at the point of death, 
Mgftr to nee him once inore before aim 
departed. He repreaunted the fttnto of 
thing's to the commander of the city, and 
ftewitKht him by tlici affection 'he enter- 
tilmed for kinovnt mother, to tend him, 
accompanied by a suitublu guard, to liia 
parent 8 death-bed.

sented, and with uiany embraces buiUi 
adlen to his devoted wife.

Another tlien, ooicler thnn his co-n- 
odes, seeing the intrepidity of tho cava- 
ier, anil how firm a hold he kept upon 
h* wolf, approached eomewhat nearer, 
rod, taking deliberate nnd careful aim. 
Ired. Tl>» wolf WAN mortally vronnded 
ly the shot, mid almost iliKtanlljr expired, 
lefer. pausing to dress his wounds, 
rhicn W«TI) very severe, l)e Brimont 
listribiited a HIIIII of money among the 
MHuutnts, and offered u large amount to 
ho ono who first brought him u horse, 
or his own was entirely disabled. In an 
ncredibly short space of time a horse 
fas brought, and mounting it, the count 
lastened on his way. 
But the story is told; of course ho 
rrived at the unpointed time, and threw 
ijmself covered with blood and dust, in 
lis wife's arms. 


The account of what he had undergone 


soon spread far und wide, and when, 
within a week thereafter, the treaty was 
oncluded, he wau escorted to the city 
ntcs by the population of the entire 
:itjr, and departed with his lovely bride 
amid n torrents of cheers and blessings, 
o say nothing of presents so rich aw 
weighty that it required several mule*, 
well packed, to curry tbcm away.

Tho Baltimore oriole, iu hit) brilliant 


coat of orange, vormilion nnd black, 
rifted with n remarkably clour, loud und 
iquid 8ontr, in tin industrious, well-bo- 
laved and welcome exponent of sunny, 
tempedi\u honis. Coming to us in May 
rom Mexico and Central America, he is 
inilcd und known variously ua the 
'Hung Nest," "Fire-bird" nnd "Uolilen 
iobin." His ]ieiidulc)UH ne»t, from which 
te derives ono of those appellations, is a 
well-known fabric, nnd is usually Been 
suspended from the swnying terminal 
vings of the graceful elm, high in tho 
lir nnd fur from dancer. It is soine- 
imcs hung in the willow and majilu 
rees, and iu im uncoinuion oriuiinent to 
lie foliage of the streets in tho large 
itiew. 


As an industrious mechanic and dkil- 


n 1 engineer, this bird displays reituirk- 
ible ingenuity in the fabrication and 
iluct'inent of Us home, nnd makes ttvail- 
ible almost any kind of material in its 
'inkling. Tho stripping of fine bark, 
itireds of milkweed stems, the thistles, 
dowu of the preceding year, t\\ine, 
bread, horse huirs and yarn, all enter 
ngeniously into ila composition und are 
woven und interlaced with u nicely und 
ngcmiity thitl would shame tho lingers 
of n modern Penelope, The whole 
structure is of pensile or purwlike form, 
and is suspended from two or three con- 
ingeut iciiul and drooping twigs, by an 
nimy iiiiu guys or sunpoitH of twine. 
S'nrrow at the oritlce, the nest gradually 
enlarges toward llui bottom, and is coui-

coons larva.' nnd spiders, of which latter 
t seems particularly fond, regardless of 
losition, nnd often poised on fluttering 
»mg. ilia sharp nnd mack, needlujiointcd 
jill uiukesquick work with these pests. 


Karly in August he seeks the umbra- 


geous coolness of the woods, and from 
that time little is Been of him until the 
uucrt'tsding season. On the wing this 
jml is pleasant, easy und graceful; liin 
light being at times quite swift nnd 
itrnifflit, niul his greeting chatter when 
lie alights is always sure to make hit 
nrcsenco known.

Married vs. Single. 


Those who are in the habit of looking 


on a state of dingle blessed new) as the 
most conducive to health and happiness, 
tnd who exemplify tlieir faith in their 
opinion by living m celibacy, will find 
tome fruitful themes for atu<]y in the re. 
sulta of the researches of the French BJX- 
iraut, IJr. Bertillon. After having stud- 
ied the morality statistics of every coun- 
try of Europe, lie comes to the conclu- 
sion that marriage is productive of 
health, long life and morality, and is. so 
to speak, n limited insurance against dis- 
ease, crime and suicide. 
According to 


his finding, a bachelor of twenty-five has 
not a better prospect for life than a mar* 
ried man of forty-five; and among wid- 
owers of from twenty-five to thirty tho 
rate of mortality is as great ao among 
married men of from fifty-five to sixty. 
Taking tlie French bills of mortality, he 
shows that while the annual death rate 
among married men between twenty and 
twenty-five years of age is rather under 
10 per 1,000, bachelors of that age die at 
the rate of let, and widowers at the rate 
of 19 per 1,000. With advanced life the 
diflereuce goes on increasing. With re- 
gard to crime, Dr. Bertillon asserts that 
offences against tne person are 10 per 
cent, lew, and against properly 45 per 
cent lest among married men than 
among unmarried. 
The difference is 


•till more remarkable among women, 
amounting to 250 per cent. The num- 
ber of suicides is at the rate of 628 per 
million for widowers, and 273 per mil- 
lion for bachelors, and 24(1 per million 
for married men. 
In tho nice of. the 


above statistics we strongly advise bach- 
elor* anil maidens, and—we were going 
toaay widows, but of course they da 
not need advice on this subject—to get 
marrtal without delay.

The Origin of Croquet. 


('icK-uet play era who have considerable! 


liking for this favorite and fashionable 
i,port, will be interested in tho origin of 
the game. Croquet is not, ns mniiy sup- 
pose, of modern birth, but may be trac- 
ed through its various stages to Persia, 
its fur buck as the eighth century. 
Its 


origin was polo, which the Persians jility 
ed with a long-handled mullet called 
chugan. In the ninth century the game 
made its way into the Eastern Empire, 
the original mallet changing its form to 
a Htafl Sliding in a broad bend tilled 
with a network of put strings. "Thus," 
says a writer on the subject, "there ap- 
peared in tho East, as belonging to the 
great sport of ball play on horseback 
the first ehapes of two implements 
which remodeled the whole play life of 
meditevnl modern Europe, the clmgan 
being the nncester of the mallet used 
in croquet, and of an endless variety of 
other playing clubs and bats, while the

The Declaration of Independence. 
It was the Second of July, not the 


fourth, which the Fathers thought 
vould becelcbrated with bonfires, tlluiii- 
nntions*ad general rejoicing. The great 
Declaration was reported to Congress, 
ly the committee appointed for Unit 
purpose, on the 28th day of June, 1770. 
It was debated that day and the next, 
mid on the 2d of July a resolution de- 
claring that "these United Colonies are, 
md of right ought to bo, free nnd incle- 
lomlent .States; tluit they are absolved 
rom till allegiance to the British crown; 
uid that nllpolitical connection between 
them and the State of Grcnt Brfum in, 
lind ought to be, totally dissolved," was 
idopted by the affirmative votes of New 
Hampshire, Connecticut, Massachusetts, 
Khode Island, Pennsylvania, _New Jersey, 
Delaware, Maryland, Virginia, North 
Carolina. South Carolina and Georgia- 
Sew York declining to vote, her dule- 
rates declaring that they had not b«eu 
nstrucled on this question. 
This resolution had been introduced 


ne early as the "th of June, by Richard 
Henry I^ee, of Va., and seconded by 
John Adams, of Mass. Its adoption, on 
the 2d of July, was tho formal act of 
separation—the formal Declaration of 
Independence—and was Bo regarded by 
.he members of that Congress. John 
Adams, writing to his wife on the 3d of 
Inly, said: "Yesterday, the greatest 
nuestion was decided which was ever 
debuted in Americ.i, and a greater, pur- 
iaps, never was nor never will bo de- 
cided among men. The &1 of July, 1776, 
will be the most memorable epoch in 
he history of America; to be celobrnled 
>y succeeding generations KB the grout 
anniversary lcg.ivui." 


(in the Second of July tho Declaration 


of the Independence of American Colo- 
lies \vus formally adopted, and tho 
fourth of July, the anniversary only of 
.he adoption of thu form and stylo of 
lliat Declaration, is our greut Nutiouul 
festival. 


The discussion of the question of in- 


dependence, it w i l l lie wen from the 
fuels ntutcd above was prolonged for 
nearly n month. iMr. Lee's resolution 
was intiodiicucl on tho first of June; the 
ccimmitlcu appointed to consider the 
question reported the .Declaration, sub- 
Rtuntiully us adopted, on tho 2Sth of 
Jnnu; und on the 1st of July Mr. Lee's 
lesolution came up for nction, and an in- 
formal vote was taken, one State, Now 
York,devliningtovote; two, Porinsylvit- 
niu nnd South Carolina, voting in the 
negative; und one, Delaware, being 
equally divided.

On the Fourth of 
July following the Declaration of the 
CUUHCS which induced this nction—the 
document now known ns the Declaration 
i)f Independence—wan adopted, sub- 
?tantiitlly us Mr. Jcflerhon wrote it. 


Hut this declaration was not signed on 


Iho Fourth. It WHS ordered engrossed 
on the IHIh of July, nnd it wns not, 
signed by (lie members until the !id of 
August. It wns Hist publicly rend to the 
people, fiom u platform in Independ- 
ent e square, on (he Kth of July, nnd to 
Washington's army on the Kith of July. 


( oneerning the formal signing of the 


Dccliirutioii, by the members of Con- 
giess, some inlerstingaiiccdoteBiire told. 
John Hancock, tlio President, wrote his 
name in a very full, I urge hand, remark- 
ing that "the king of Knglund could 
lend that signature- without glnsscs." 
Only ono of (lie Bignern, Charles Carroll,

Fourlig Oil on Troubled Water*. 


A New York paper says: Pouring oil 


on troubled waters is generally regarded 
)y ftea captains more usu fine sentiment 
than ns u practical hint to bo observed 
u time of danger, but as far back as 
1770, a Dutch East Indian trader claim- 
•d to have been saved from- shipwreck 
in a treacherous reef, by pouring a jar 
of olivo oil on tho sen. Later, another 
ustanuo is recorded in which a vessel 
laving been wrecked in a hurricane, a 
cask of lamp oil, which was kept in a 
small bout, became broken, nnd Boquiet- 
od tho soa in tho immediate vicinity, 
hat most of the'crow succeeded in get- 
ing to on island near by. 


Captain Jar man, of the ship Romsdal, 


stated to a reporter, that although he 
md long known of the wonderful effects 
>foil poured upon a rough son, yet ho 
md never put his knowledge into prac- 
tical usi< until tho last 'voynge. 
Tho 


inbject having been recalled toliismind 
ately by a little article in one of the 
seaman's tracts, ho determined to test 
the recipe. He caused to be made two 
:anvas sacks, shaped like a bottle, each 
laving the capacity of about throe gal- 
ons of oil. These ho filled with, coin- 
inon lump oil. Soon after, in the mid- 
dle of the Atlantic, he encountered a vi- 
olent 
hurricane with terrible seas, 


which lasted about twenty hours. Tho 
waves broke over the stern and threat- 
ened to swamp the vessol. Kemember- 
ng his oil, ho punctured tho canvas 
xigs, nnd caused one to bo towed over 
each quarter. The effect, ho said, was 
nagical. Tho waves, although reiuain- 
ugat (lie same height, no longer broke 
over the stern; several yards around, 
vhere Ihe oil had spread on tho water, 
hero was apparently u culm. Tho ship 
was thus relieved from tho tremendous 
shocks of heavy sons breaking over her, 
md the dunger was considerably less- 
ened. Captain Jarman thinks that tho 
iso of oil in ease of a ship hove to in a 
storm, would be n very pood thing. He 
jays that although this way tho first 
iino ho had ever tried tho experiment, 
t WIIB not novel by any means. Ho 
uid known cases in which crows hud 
•scuped from vessels when it would 
utve been impnsfciblo to lower u boat 
without Ramming swamped, except that 
oil was thrown ovor tho ship's side 
md the sou Ihus Bwfh'eiently calmed to 
illow tho boat to bo lowered without 
lunger. Ho hns also seen whaling ves- 
sels lying quietly, while nvar by othor 
vessels wcro tossed nhovu 
fhe whal- 


ng vessels were HO thoroughly (mturat- 
ed with oil that the water lemained 
calm all about them. Ho says that the 
method is so simple and no inexpensive 
that he intends to have oil bugo always 
ready for use heroufter. 


Tho first celebration of th* Fourth 


occurred in Philadelphia in 1787. The 
young Congress was in bession there, 
and a resolution was adopted to adjourn 
over the anmversaiy of the Declnration 
of lmle|ienilt'iice, nnd have u dinner. 
On tho morning of the Fourth they 
went on board a frigate in the harbor, 
ami a saline was lired. 


Of the signers of Hie Declaration, all 


except eight were natives of the Ameri- 
can hoil. Ono WHS it nntivo of Maine, 
nine of Massaclnisells, two of Khodo 
Island, four of Connecticut, three of 
New Jersey, five of Pennsylvania, two 
of Delaware, five of Maryland, nine of 
Virginia nnd four of South Carolina. 
Two were born in Knglnnd, three in Ire- 
land., two in Scotland and ono in Wales. 
Thirty-four were lawyers, thirteen farm- 
ers, nine merchants, five physicians.one 
a mason and one a surveyor. The 
youngest signer was Edward Kutledge, 
of South Carolina, who was twenty- 
seven; me oldest, Benjamin Franklin, 
of Pennsylvania, who wns seventy. 
Thirty-seven of thorn had been regu- 
larly graduated in colleges, and twenty 
others hnd received an academic edu- 
cation. Fifty-six names lire attached to 
tho Declaration. 


They nil lived to a good old ngc. The 


average of fifty-three, at tho time of 
their decease, wuu over sixty-eight yiars. 
The hist survivor was Chartes Carroll, 
of Carrollton, who was over ninety 
when ho diod. Fourteen lived to be 
eighty years old, and four were past 
ninety when they died. Two of ite 
most illustrious signers, Thomas Jeffer- 
son and John Adams, both died on tho 
fiftieth anniversary of the Fourth, with- 
in a few hours ofeiichollicr. 


A Verbena Blouud. 


I must tell you itbout my verbena 


mound. Tho invention was nil my own, 
but aa I never had it patented you nre 
welcome to it, writes Mrs. M. L. Nutting 
to tho Floral Cabinet. I hud four hexa- 
gon frames made of plank a footwide,of 
graduated sizes. The largest frame was 
three feet eauh side, the smallest not 
quite n foot. Tlie largest frame placed 
on tho ground was filled with prepared 
soil: Then I took a piece of stove-pipe 
three feet long and punched it full of 
holes (don't laugh till I get through), 
nnd stuck it up in thecentie of the bed. 
Then the frame next in size was placed 
on tlie filled one, and secured from sag- 
ging by cross-pieces. This also woe fall- 
oil, and so with the next two; no soil, 
of course, being thrown into the pii 
the top of which came level with the 
top of the smallest frame, and was cor* 
cealed by a large vase containing a scar- 
let geranium. The frames were then 
painted green, and verbenas set out in 
the step-like beds. Every evening du- 
ring the summer I had several pails of 
water poured into the pipe, and how 
they did bloom I hundreds of blossoms 
displaying themselves all summer to the 
best possible advantage.

Tliedogstarts convulsively m 
his Bleep, nnd when awake, though rest- 
less, is languid. Whenadog is suspected, 
lit should be firmly chained in a place 
here neither children nor dogs or cn(» 
can get near him. Any ono going to at- 
tend him should wear thick leather 
gloves, nnd proceed *Hh great caution, 
when n dog simps savagely at an imagi- 
nary object, it is almost a certain indica- 
tion of madness: and when it exhibts a 
terror of fluids, it is confirmed hydro- 
phobia. Some dogs exhibit a great dis- 
like of musical sounds, and when tills 
is the case they are too frequently inado 
sport of. Biitiaa dangerous sport, as dogs 
Imvo sometimes been made mnd by it. 
In many diseases dogs will be benefited 
by warm baths. The mnnae is a contag- 
ious dinoise, which is difficult to get rid 
of when once contacted.

One Sunday evening the Rev. Wash-

It IB a hard lifo but. it is nn inde- 
pendent Hfe.und is favorable to religions 
growth nnd iv cultivation of tho Christian 
graces. Corporations fail, manufacturing 
becomes dull, store-keepers ceaso to do 
business, ami the hum of the factory is 
Bliiled; Blocks go down and banking 
hoiiBCH close; but tho earth yields its 
fruit to the fi tigul and industrious laborer. 
There ian narrow tendency manifested 
by those engaged in professional life to 
underrate (hex importance of liCo on ft 
fiinn; it ia considered a half ulive aud 
daad sort of existence; but what can be 
deader than tlie impecunious liarrt work- 
ed clerkships in the city, with Bxiiuting 
duties and little or no tiuno tor leisure 
or recreation? Tlio hope of tlie country, 
next to religion, lies in itwsmull fauns, 
and consequently in bringing up the ris- 
ing generation to work the farm. Bring 
UD your children with just ideim of the 
independence, tho rcscources, tho utility 
of life on the farm. Fiinn life means 
hard work, but there is always lime for 
rent and recreation, such as i* afforded 
by no other occupation. 


Abusing Newspaper*. 


Some people think that they are very 


smart whan they abuse a nttwspaper or 
an editor. They forget tlu't many p». 
ters have largely profited by becoming 
the objects of these attacks, and that 
some .editors have thriven on being as- 
saulted. Abide from this consideration, 
it should be remembered that an* editor 
is often obliged to occupy a very delicate 
position.
